The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants have 
restricted the claims to the species of SEQ ID NO: 6, which is shown in the specification to have 
significant biological activity, higher in vivo than that of native TPO. It is noted that the species 
is enabled for in vitro use, only one enabled use being required.
